PUBLIC  SAFETY 

Emergency  Services 

Los  Altos  Hills  Municipal  Code  TITLE  4. 
PUBLIC  SAFETY  -  CHAPTER  1 . 
EMERGENCY  SERVICES  provides  for 
the  preparation  and  carrying  out  of  plans  for  the 
protection  of  persons  and  property  within  the  Town 
in  the  event  of  an  emergency  and  to  provide  for  the 
coordination  of  the  emergency  function  of  the 
Town  with  all  other  public  agencies  and  affected 
private  persons,  coiporations,  and  organizations. 

What  is  an  Emergency? 

An  emergency  is  defined  as  the  actual  or 
threatened  existence  of  conditions  of 
disaster  or  of  extreme  peril  to  the 
safety  of  persons  and  properly  within 
the  Town  caused  by  such  conditions 
as  air  pollution,  fire,  flood,  stomi, 
epidemic,  riot,  earthquake  or  other 
conditions,  including  conditions 
resulting  from  war  or  the  imminent 
threat  of  war. 

Who  Serves  on  the  Disaster  Council? 

The  Los  Altos  Hills  Disaster  Council  shall  be 
made  up  of  the  Mayor,  who  shall  be  the  chairman; 
the  Mayor  Pro  Tem,  vice-chairman;  the  City 
Manager,  who  shall  develop  emergency  prepared- 
ness plans  and  organize  the  civil  preparedness 
program  of  the  Town  and  perform  other  duties 
delegated  by  the  chairman;  the  Sheriff  of  the 
county  and  the  Chief  of  the  Los  Altos  County  Fire 
Protection  District  or  their  designees;  the  Chief  of 
Police  or  his  designee  and  representatives  of  civic, 
business,  labor,  veteran,  military,  professional,  or 
other  organizations  having  an  official  group  or 
organization  with  civil  preparedness  responsibility 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Disaster  Council. 

What  Does  the  Disaster  Council  Do? 

The  Disaster  Council  is  empowered  to  review 
and  recommend  for  adoption  by  the  City  Council 
civil  preparedness  and  mutual  aid  plans  and 
agreements  and  such  ordinances,  resolutions  rules 
and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  implement  such

The  quality  of  effectiveness  of  any  organiza- 
tion can  be  judged  by  how  it  responds  to  the 
unexpected.

Committee  and  merged  the  Safety  and  Utility 
and  Information  Systems  Committees; 

•  Updated  the  Emergency  Operations  Plan; 

•  Approved  a  contract  Public  Safety  Officer 
position  funded  by  COPS  monies  to  do 
emergency  planning  and  training  and  provide 
assistance  to  the  merged  Committee; 

•  Directed  the  City  Manager,  in  the  role  of 
Director  of  Emergency  Services,  to  coordinate 
the  Town's  Disaster  Council  with  other  groups/ 
individuals  involved  in  provision  of  emergency 
services.

CITY  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

Summary  of  Town  Insurance  Coverage's  -  ABAG  Plan 
Corporation 

Los  Altos  Hills  participates  in 
and  receives  insurance  and  risk 
management/claims  services 
through  the  ABAG  Plan  joint 
powers  authority.  The  Town, 
along  with  twenty-nine  other 
municipalities  in  the  Bay  Area, 
reaps  significant  financial 
savings  through 
low  premiums  by  participating 
in  this  pooled  plan.  Since  its 
formation  in  1986,  the  Plan  has 
grown  from  21  members  to  30  with  assets  of  over  $30M. 
Thanks  to  excellent  loss  prevention  and  risk  management, 
members  have  received  over  $20M  in  equity  distribution  in 
addition  to  low  premiums.  As  LAH  City  Manager,  I 
represent  the  Town  as  a  Plan  Board  member  and  serve  on 
the  Plan's  Executive  Committee. 

Foothill  College  Community  Briefing  on  Measure  E 
Facilities  Construction 

On  October  9th,  members  of  the  LAH's  Town  leadership 
and  management,  serving  as  members  of  the  President 
Fong's  Advisory  Council,  attended  a  Community  Briefing 
to  leam  more  about  the  College's  facilities  master  plan, 
new  construction  and  relocation/demolition  of  existing 
buildings  due  to  the  discovery  of  the  actual  path  of  the 
earthquake  fault  under  the  campus.  Measure  E  and  other 
locally  funded  projects  are  budgeted  at  $121 M  including 
funding  for  a  new  Student  Services  Building,  the  renovated 
Center  for  Innovation,  a  new  Student  Center  and  Plaza  and 
a  Biotech  Building.  New  construction  per  President  Pong 
will  have  virtually  no  impact  on  the  sunounding  residences. 
The  first  vestiges  of  these  projects  will  be  the  siting  of 
portables  on  the  campus  beginning  in  November  2001.  The 
few  neighbors  in  attendance  seemed  accepting  of  the 
proposed  projects  and  were  satisfied  with  the  answers  the 
College  staff  provided  to  their  questions. 

Update  on  Arrival  of  New  Administrative  Services 
Director 

Sarah  Joiner  the  Town's  new  ASD,  will  begin  her  duties 
on  Monday,  November  26th.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
City  Manager,  the  Administrative  Services  Director 
oversees  the  Town's  financial  services  and  plans,  organizes 
and  directs  the  internal  administrative  activities  of  the  town. 
This  includes  the  maintenance  and  monitoring  of  financial 
and  accounting  systems,  preparation  and  analysis  of 
financial  statements,  personnel,  employee  benefits  and 
contract  administration,  data  processing,  treasury  functions 
and  preparation  of  the  Town's  operating  and  capital 
improvement  budgets.  This  position  works  with  the  Town's 
Finance  and  Investment  Committee.  She  has  initiated 
significant  contact  with  our  office  in  this  interim  period  and 
has  been  provided  a  number  of  reports  to  assist  her  in 
"hitting  the  ground  running."  Please  stop  by  when  you  are 


at  Town  Hall  after  November  26th  and  I  will  be  happy  to 
introduce  you  to  Sarah. 

Conferencing  To  Begin  at  Taaffe  House 

The  Packard  Foundation  has  completed  the  restoration/ 
improvements  to  the  Packard  home,  now  known  as  The  Taaffe 
House,  and  will  begin  using  it  for  charitable  conferencing  and 
meetings  on  November  5,  2001  under  their  Conditional  Use 
Permit  approved  in  December,  1999.  Staff  visited  the  site  on 
October  29th  and  will  work  with  John  Pihl,  Director  of 
Workplace  Services,  to  assure  effective  implementation  and 
adherence  to  the  conditions  of  the  CUP.

PROGRESS  REPORT  ON  NEW  TOWN  HALL 

City  Council  has  approved  the  space  concept  and  utilization  for 
the  new  Mission  style  Town  Hall  Besides  updating  the  physical 
structure  to  meet  current  seismic  and  safety  codes,  the  new  space 
will  provide  for  the  ability  to  serve  the  public  &  residents  more 
efficiently  and  also  provide  a  more  pleasant  work  environment 
for  the  staff.  Space  will  increase  from  the  current  5000  to  6500 
square  feet.  The  following  additional  space  utilization  will  be 
provided  for  in  the  new  Town  Hall:  an  overflow  room  to 
accommodate  city  council  meeting  attendees  of  up  to  100 
residents.  When  not  needed,  this  overflow  space  can  be  used  for 
town  committee  and  community  meetings.    In  addition  a 
spacious  employee  lounge  with  a  catering  kitchen  for  community 
receptions  has  been  designed.  The  reception  area  where 
residents  are  greeted  is  much  improved  with  a  conference  room 
nearby.  A  small  space  has  been  added  for  the  use  of  council 
members  and  the  part-time  Parks  &  Recreation  staff  person.  The 
U  shaped  shape  has  been  designed  for  a  wonderful  out-door/ 
indoor  feeling  with  a  large  courtyard.

325  GALLONS  A  DAY  PER  PERSON? 
REALLY?! 

(Erratum:  In  the  last  issue  of  the  Town  Newsletter,  the  water  story  incorrectly  slated  the 
vohime  of  water-consumed  daily.  The  correct  amount  is  325  gallons  per  person  daily, 
not  per  household.  Dan  Seidel,  member  of  the  PHWB  graciously  has  written  this  article 
summarizing  the  need  to  consen'e  our  water  consumption.  -  Ed. } 

YES — REALLY!  It  is  true  that  Los  Altos  Hills  residents  use 
more  water  than  any  other  community  on  the  Peninsula.  A 
survey  by  the  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association  covering  27 
water  utilities  found  the  average  per  person  consumption  to  be 
96  gallons  per  day.  That  includes  all  uses  from  brushing  your 
teeth  to  watering  your  lawn.  Some  of  the  high  users  were: 

Daily  gallons  per  person 

1.  Purissima  Hills  Water  District 325 

2.  Hillsborough    290 

3.  Portola  Valley 160 

4.  Menlo  Park/Atherton 150 

What  does  it  mean?  During  the  past  four  years  we  have 
experienced  above  normal  or  normal  rainfall  and  water  supply, 
and  there  have  been  no  shortages.  During  the  same  period,  the 
Purissima  Hills  Water  District  has  seen  a  steady  increase  in 
consumption,  some  from  growth,  and  some  from  general 
demand. 

Over  90  percent  of  the  water  usage 
in  our  community  is  for  irrigation.  The 
District  now  exceeds  its  supply 
allotment  from  the  San  Francisco  PUC 
by  over  30  percent,  and  in  the  event  of 
a  drought,  this  excess  consumption 
will  have  to  be  pared  back. 

In  addition,  the  PUC  could  impose  a

Who  Is  Our  Director  of  Emergency  Services? 

The  City  Manager  serves  as  the  Director  of  Emergency 
Services.  The  Planning  Director  serves  as  the  Assistant 
Director  of  Emergency  Services.  If  the  Planning  Director  is 
not  available,  the  Director  of  Finance  steps  in. 

What  Is  the  Role  of  the  Director  of  Emergency 
Services? 

The  Director  of  Emergency  Services  proclaims  the 
existence  or  threatened  existence  of  a  local  emergency  and 
the  termination  of  such  an  emergency,  subject  to  confirma- 
tion by  the  City  Council  at  the  earliest  practicable  time. 
Also,  the  Director  may  request  the  Governor  through 
appropriate  channels  to  proclaim  a  state  of  emergency  when 
the  resources  of  the  Town  are  inadequate  to  cope  with  the 
emergency.  Additionally,  the  Director  controls  and  directs  or 


provides  for  the  Emergency  Services  Organization  of  the 
Town  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  emergency  services. 

How  Does  The  Director  Get  Resources? 

The  Director  of  Emergency  Services  makes  and  issues 
rules  and  regulations  on  matters  related  to  the  protection  of 
life  and  property  as  affected  by  an  emergency  and  obtains 
necessary  resources  to  address  the  emergency. 

Are  Citizens  Involved? 

The  Director  may  command  the  aid  of  as  many  citizens  of 
the  community  as  needed  in  the  execution  of  his/her  duties. 
These  citizens  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  that  State 
laws  provide  regarding  benefits  and  immunities  as  for 
registered  disaster  service  worker  volunteers.
